Our present 
Federal taxes on 
travel and tram p orlatio n were en­ 
acted as em ergency m easures dur­ 
ing the Seeond Worid War. One 
purpose was to raise revenue. An 
even m ore im portant purpose was 
to discourage travel and thus m ake 
m ore of the Nation’s transp ort fa­ 
cilities available for the w ar ef­ 
fort. 
More than a decade has pa»-ed 
since 
the 
w ar 
ended. 
Yet 
the 
travel and transport taxes 
are 
still with us. The trav el tax is ten 
percent, 
the 
transpo rt 
tax 
on 
freight three percent. And those 
taxes are doing now, in peacetim e 
precisely w hat they w ere intended 
to do in w artim e — discouraging 
travel! 
Chief Justice M arshall m ade the 
fam ous re m a rk that power to tax 
is “ the power to destroy” . Less 
widely noticed is the equally im ­ 
portant fact th at the pow er to tax 
is the power to discourage! 
T hat this is true is evident in the 
fact th at the F ed eral G overnm ent 
already has relaxed or 
reduced 
travel taxes on m an y trips abroad. 
But 
why should a penalty 
be 
placed on those w’ho m ay prefer to 
“ See A m erica F irs t” ? 
Testim ony before a House Ways 
arid M eans Subcom m ittee this week 
shows how the travel and transport 
taxes have w’orked particular h a rd ­ 
ships on U. S. railroads.

REPEAL THERE TAXES 
“ T em p o ra ry " taxes imposed on 
frejght and passenger tran sp o rta­ 
tion during World W ar II are still 
in effect. The tax on passenger 
fares was designed prim arily to 
discourage 
travel 
during 
w a r 
.vears. Today, m ore than a decade 
latpr. these taxes are still in ef­ 
fect and are still discouraging pas­ 
senger travel at a tim e when the 
railroads are sorely in need of ad­ 
ditional business. Not only do ta x ­ 
es on passenger and freight charg­ 
es 
discourage 
new 
business 
for 
the 
railroad* 
and 
other regular 
carrie rs subject to the tax; they al­ 
so encourage diversion of traffic 
to carriers not subject to the tax. 


The tim e has com e for repeal 
of these “ tem porary” taxea. 
Taxes on transportation-—10 per 
cent on passenger fares and 3 per 
cent on freight charges—cost ship­ 
pers and travelers about $700 mil­ 
lion a year. These are not taxes 
paid by the railroads and other 
carriers. They are taxes paid by 
the public, in addition to regular 
freight and passenger charges. In 
1956 the Illionis Central Railroad 
acted as an uncom pensated collec­ 
tion agency for about $8 million. 
Since World War II these taxes 
on Illinois Central transportation 
have amounted to nearly $85 m il­ 
lion. This is money the law re­ 
quired the Illinois Central to col­ 
lect from people for shipping or 
riding on its trains over and above 
published tariff charges. It com es 
of course, from the pockets of the 
people. 
The tax is discrim inatory. Reg­ 
ulated carriers are subject to the 
tax on all intercity services wheth­ 
er by rail, bus, truck, plane, boat 
or pipeline. Private carriers, not 
performing for hire transportation, 
are not taxed. 


Hearings are being conducted in 
Washington by a subcom m ittee of 
the House Wavs and Means Com­ 
m ittee. W itnesses representing the 
nation's railroads, truck and bus 
linos. m anufacturers, oil pipelines 
and labor organizations have pre­ 
sented testim ony to the com m it­ 
tee in opposition to the tax. Ex­ 
am ples of discrim ination 
have 
been presented. While shippers in 
the United States muat pay this 
tax on 
shipm ents 
m oving 
to a 
given m arket, the sam e com m odi­ 
ty being sent to the sam e m arket 
by a 
Canadian 
shipper 
escapes 
being taxed. Within 
the 
United 
States 
the 
tax 
discrim inates 
a- 
gainst shippers who m ust send pro­ 
ducts to m arket greater distances 
than their competitors. 
The “ tem porary” excise tax on 
transportation affects every Am­ 
erican. It is not a luxury tax, but 
a implies to food and the basic neces­ 
sities of life. It is a tax on living. 
The repeal now of this World War 
II tax will produce alm ost im m ed­ 
iately a reduction in the cost of 
living of every A m erican.—Jack­ 
son, M .ss., News.

Even this, the wealth­ 
iest nation on earth, can ill afford to have that much of its 
wealth go up in smoke.

Yet that is exactly what is hap­ 
pening today in the Cotton Belt. 
The mule is being pushed off cot­ 
ton farm s at a rapid clip by a 
m echanical m onster—the tractor. 
Since 1940 m ore than two and a 
half million workstock have disap­ 
peared from the Cotton Belt, and 
a million tractors have taken their 
place. 
Substitution of tractors for work- 
stock has run a large p art of its 
course, the N ational Cotton Coun­ 
cil reports. Only on sniSU farm s, 
prim arily in the Southeast is the 
substitution running into difficulty. 
Even so, it is estim ated that 90 
per cent of the land preparation, 
60 per cent of the planting, and 80 
per cent of the cultivation in the 
Southeast arc presently done with 
tractors. 
Elsewhere in the Belt, the re­ 
placem ent of w orkstock is virtually 
complete. 
Mule num bers in this country 
reached their peak in the mid-twen­ 
ties, when there w ere nearly six 
million on the nation’s farm s. Tex­ 
as, alone, had m ore than a mil­ 
lion of the long-eared sad-eyed an­ 
im als. 
Missouri, 
a 
traditional 
mule 
state, has gone out of the mule 
business Very rapidly. During one 
8-year period, 
the mule popula­ 
tion there was reduced by 129.000 
head. 
One w riter suggested that the 
A m erican language will lose som e­ 
thing when a generation comes a- 
long that does not realize the full 
im plications of calling an obsti­ 
nate person “ inulehead.” 
Despite the switch from mule to 
tractor, the cotton industry still 
has a long way to go to reach 
complete mechanization. Problem s 
m ust be solved, and needs m ust be 
filled in order for the industry to 
lower production costs 
and im ­ 
prove the quality of cotton. 
Such factors are pointed to as 
ways 
of 
easing 
the 
cost-price 
squeeze for growers and as 
a 
m eans of im proving the com peti­ 
tive position of the commodity. 
An outstanding need is to supple­ 
m ent hand methods of weed con­ 
trol with m echanical and chem ical 
techniques. When developed 
suc­ 
cessfully .such techniques 
would 
perhaps replace as much as 50 
per cent of the labor now associa­ 
ted with weed control. They are 
potentially applicable to probably 
85 per cent of the crop. 
Another need is development of 
cottons that are better adapted to 
m echanization while at the sam e 
tim e retaining the desirable char­ 
acteristics of high yields and high 
quality. Plant breeders are search­ 
ing for a variety of cotton better 
suited to precision planting 
and 
culture and to m achine harvesting. 
M echanization calls for detailed 
planning to coordinate cotton farm 
ing practices. 
In order to reap 
fully the benefits of mechanization, 
the grower m ust mold production 
practices into a smooth package. 
In the area of harvesting, a need 
exist- for developm ent of 
more 
satisfactory, sm aller machines, a 
price range suitable to a greater 
num ber of farm ers, and concentra­ 
tion on m achine perform ance to 
harvest quality cotton 
under 
a 
wider range of conditions. 
Cotton producers in each cotton- 
growing state need to be im pressed 
with the vital im portance of secur­ 
ing the highest cotton quality pos­ 
sible as a result of the latest re­ 
search inform ation on harvesting, 
handling, and ginning m echanical­ 
ly harvested cotton.

Attorney General John M. Dal­ 
ton of Kennett, speaking last week 
to members of the Southeast Mis­ 
souri Press Association, outlined 
the importance of freedom of in­ 
formation to the public. Dalton said 
he has consistently made a plea 
for “recognition of freedom of in­ 
formation as a constitutional right 
and as a constituent part of free­ 
dom of speech and the press.” 
And M issouri's attorney general 
has compiled an outstanding record 
of protecting the public’s right to 
know. He has worked hard to pro­ 
tect the constitutional right«, and 
he has cooperated with represen­ 
tatives of the press when they 
have sought inform ation, not only 
in his office but from other divis­ 
ions of the state governm ent as 
well. 
It is nice to have a state official 
cooperate on constitutional 
m at­ 
ters, both before and after elec­ 
tion, as Dalton has done. 
The state’s chief legal officer. 
In his address last week, referred 
to an interesting exam ple of lack 
of information which continues to 
persist in our state government. 


At the present tim e, the voting 
on bills in State Senate' com m it­ 
tees is not made public. In fact, it 
is alm ost impossible to find how 
votes were recorded, and no pub­ 
lic record of the individual voting 
record of each senator is released 
to the public. 
Dalton rem inded newsmen la«t 
week that provisions in M issouri’s 
1945 Constitution 
provide 
that 
“ each com m ittee shall keep such 
record of its proceedings as is 
required by rule of the respective 
houses and this record and the 
recorded vote of the m em bers of 
the com m ittee shall be filed with 
all reports on bills.” 
This provision plainly points to 
the need for the senate to puby- 
cize its com m ittee proceedings. 
Both houses of the assembly are 
responsible to the people of Mis­ 
souri, and com m ittee work is a 
vital part of legislation. The pro­

of 
these 
com m ittee 
meetings should be as public as 
voting on the floor. Unfortunately 
it is not. 
There is no sacred ground for 
senators or representatives. They 
are public servants and their ac­ 
tions are public.

should not be half-secret and half­ 
public. The public has a right to 
know—but it is being denied this 
right in Jefferson City. — Dunklin 
Dem ocrat.

TOMATOES 


A re you going to stake and 
p rune your tomato plants this 
year? If you are you can except 
earlier 
yields 
and 
more 
high 
quality 
fruit 
distributed 
more 
uniform ity over a longer season. 
Staking 
and 
pruning tomatoes 
m akes it easier to spray for in ­ 
sect 
and 
disease control. 
A 
fu rth e r reason for staking and 
pruning tomatoes is the esthe­ 
tic 
and 
psyhological 
effects— 
it sure looks impressive to see 
the clusters of tomatoes hanging 
on the vine. Tomatoes laying on 
the ground are hidden and do 
not give this impressession. 
T here are some disadvantages 
th a t 
can be 
pointed 
out 
in 
staking and 
pruning tomatoes. 
O ne is the extra cost of stakes. 
This 
need 
not be a 
problem on 
farm gardens w here 
limbs from 
sapling trees can be procured. 
Tow n gardeners can m ake their 
plantings alongside a fence and 
tie to the fence. Even if stakes 
have to be bought they only 
cost about a penny a year if 
you figure you can get five or 
six years use out of them. One 


by one inch stakes five or six 
feet 
long 
are 
generally 
used 
for staking tomatoes. The stakes 
are placed about three to five 
inches from the plant and driven 
six to ten inches into the soil, 
depending upon the soil tvpe. 
It is best to place the stakes at 
the time of setting out the plants 
or within a week or tw o th e re­ 
after. 
W hen 
the 
tom ato 
p l a n t 
reaches 
a 
height 
of 
ten 
to 
twelve inches, m ake your tie to 
the stake. Tie your plant with 
strips 
of 
old 
clothes, 
binder 
twine, 
or 
any 
soft 
cord. 
Kit 
string 
is generally 
not strong 
enough and may cut the stem. 
T it the string or cloth securely 
to the stake. Take the free end 
and bring it around the stem 
under 
a 
leaf 
petiole 
and 
tie 
securely to the stake again. 
You will probably have to tie 
vour tomatoes every ten days 
to two weeks depending upon 
the growth rate. Four or five 
ties 
are 
usually 
all 
that 
are 
necessary. As you tie your plant 
to the stake try to 
keep the 
flower cluster aw ay 
from 
the 
stake. 
This 
will 
prevent 
the 
tomatoes as thev enlarge from 
being injured or misshapen by 
crowding between the stem and 
the stake. 
T here are several methods of 
pruning 
tomato 
plants:

and others. To avoid confusion J 
on the single stem system w ill; 
be described here. In th a s in g le1

You will note that 
as your

es to the stem. These shoots arej

suckers

inches long. They can easily be * 
pulled off by grasping the suck­

It is not advisable to cut the 
suckers with a knife as you can 
transm it virus diseases from one 
plant to another in this wav. 
Should

from you and reach a length of

More than a decade has passed 
since 
the 
war ended. 
Yet the 
travel and transport taxes 
are 
still with us. The travel tax is ten 
percent, 
the 
transport 
tax 
on 
freight three percent. And those 
taxes are doing now, in peacetime 
precisely what they were intended 
to do in wartime — discouraging 
travel! 
Chief Justice Marshall made the 
famous rem ark that power to tax 
is “ the power to destroy” . Less 
widely noticed is the equally im­ 
portant fact that the power to tax 
is the power to discourage! 
That this is true is evident in the 
fact that the P'ederal Government 
already has relaxed or 
reduced 
travel taxes on many trips abroad. 
But why should a penalty 
be 
placed on those who may prefer to 
“See America F irst” ’ 
Testimony before a House Ways 
and Means Subcommittee this week 
shows how the travel and transport 
taxes have worked particular hard­ 
ships on U. S. railroads. One con­ 
sequence is that the 
railroads’ 
transport capacity has had to be 
decreased so the roads could not 
now carry, in an emergency, the 
traffic volume they provided dur­ 
ing the Second World War. And the 
transport tax, it was pointed out, 
is pyramided in costs.all down the 
line, increasing the price of many 
things to American consumers. 
The Treasury may object that 
repeal of the ton per cent travel 
tax and three percent freight trans­ 
port tax will mean a loss of reve­ 
nue. But that fact is no excuse to 
levy what, on its face, is an un­ 
just tax. Congress found ways to 
repeal the transport taxes of the 
First World War only* three years 
after Armistice Day. If, now. Con­ 
gress needs the revenue from pres­ 
ent transport taxes, it should find 
that revenue elsewhere.

It is even worse to 
weaken the Nation’s vital transport 
facilities by taxing

FARM PROGRAMS 
One reason we have a farm prob­ 
lem is we don't have a farm pro­ 
gram. The reason we don’t have 
a program is that Congress, under 
pressure, changes it nearly every 
session.

The pressure for the farm 
vote is greater than the pressure

An "emergency ex­ 
ists. “ In my years as a m em­ 
ber of the House Agriculture Com­ 
mittee I have never seen anything 
except emergencies,”

It all started in 1933 with the 
plow-up, hog - murdering 
AAA. 
This was knocked out b.v the Su­ 
preme Court. In 1935 .an amend­ 
ment was added to remove surplus­ 
es of perishable products. 
In 1938 came a price-support pro­ 
gram. with props to range from 52 
to 75 per cent of parity. In 1941 
supports were increased to 85 per 
cent and in 1942 to 90. 
There were new farm laws in 
1948 and 1949 for “ flexible” price 
supports. 
But before this 
could 
take effect. Congress enacted am ­ 
endments for ‘’basic” crops at 90 
per cent of parity.” 
In 1954 Congress returned to the 
flexible idea with an 82.5 per cent 
of parity floor for that year and a 
75-90 scale thereafter. Then last 
year cam e the soil bank to run 
through 1959. 
The first bill ever enacted in 
1933 carried an “ emergency” tag 
—we were in a depression, you 
know. The latest bill, with prosper­ 
ity at highest peacetime peaks, 
carries an emergency tag. 
It’s a continual story of helping 
a basic industry in this country. 
But the help has been mostly po­ 
litical and 
rarely 
economically 
sound. That’s why we have “ em­ 
ergency” and “ crisis” laws. Poli­ 
tics is an emergency all the time.

REPEAL THESE TAXES 
“Tem porary" taxes imposed on 
freight and passenger transporta­ 
tion during World War II are still 
in effect. The tax on passenger 
fares was designed primarily to 
discourage travel 
during 
war 
years. Today, more than a decade 
later, these taxes are still in ef­ 
fect and are still discouraging pas­ 
senger travel at a time when the 
railroads are sorely in need of ad­ 
ditional business. Not only do tax­ 
es on passenger and freight charg­ 
es discourage new' business for 
the railroad* 
and other regular 
carriers subject to the tax. the.v al­ 
so encourage diversion of traffic 
to carriers not subject to the tax. 


The time has come for repeal 
of these “temporary” taxes. 
Taxes on transportation—10 per 
cent on passenger fares and 3 per 
cent on freight charges—cost ship­ 
pers and travelers about $700 mil­ 
lion a year. These are not taxes 
paid by the railroads and other 
carriers. They are taxes paid by 
the public, in addition to regular 
freight and passenger charges. In 
1956 the Iliionis Central Railroad 
acted as an uncompensated collec­ 
tion agency for about $8 million. 
Since World War II these taxes 
on Illinois Central transportation 
have amounted to nearly $85 mil­ 
lion. This is money the law re­ 
quired the Illinois Central to col­ 
lect from people for shipping or 
riding on its trains over and above 
published tariff charges. It comes 
of course, from the pockets of the 
people. 
The tax is discriminatory. Reg­ 
ulated carriers are subject to the 
tax on all intercity services wheth­ 
er by rail, bus, truck, plane, boat 
or pipeline. Private carriers, not 
performing for hire transportation, 
are not taxed. 
Hearings are being conducted in 
Washington by a subcommittee of 
the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. Witnesses representing the 
nation's railroads, truck and bus 
linos, manufacturers, oil pipelines 
and labor organizations have pre­ 
sented testimony to the commit­ 
tee in opposition to the tax. Ex­ 
amples of discrimination 
have 
been presented. While shippers in 
the United States mu*t pay this 
tax on shipments 
moving to a 
given market, the same commodi­ 
ty being sent to the same market 
by a 
Canadian shipper escapes 
being taxed. Within 
the 
United 
States 
the tax discriminates 
a- 
gainst shippers who must send pro­ 
ducts to market greater distances 
than their competitors. 
The “temporary” excise tax on 
transportation affects every Am­ 
erican. It is not a luxury tax, but 
applies to food and the basic neces­ 
sities of life. It is a tax on living. 
The repeal now of this World War 
II tax will produce almost immed­ 
iately a reduction in the cost of 
living of every American.—Jack­ 
son, Miss., News.

Substitution of tractors for work- 
stock has run a large p a rt of its 
course, the N ational Cotton Coun­ 
cil reports. Only on sniSlI farm s, 
prim arily in the Southeast is the 
substitution running into difficulty. 
E ven so, it is estim a ted th a t 90 
per cent of the land preparation, 
60 per cent of the planting, and 80 
per cent of the cultivation in the 
Southeast a re presently done with 
tractors. 
E lsew here in the Belt, the re­ 
p lace m en t of w orkstock is virtually 
complete. 
Mule n u m bers in this country 
reached th eir peak in the m id-twen­ 
ties, when there were nearly six 
million on the nation’s farm s. T ex­ 
as, alone, had m ore than a mil­ 
lion of the long-eared sad-eyed an­ 
im als, 
Missouri, 
a 
traditional 
mule 
-tate. has gone out of the mule 
business very rapidly. During one 
8-year period, 
the m ule popula­ 
tion there was reduced by 129,000 
head. 
O ne W riter suggested that the 
A m erican language will lose som e­

Despite the switch from m ule to 
tractor, 
the cotton industry still 
has a long way to go to reach 
complete mechanization.

Such factors a re pointed to as 
w ays 
of 
easing 
the 
cost-price 
squeeze for grow ers and as

m ean s of Im proving the com peti­ 
tive position of the com m odity. 
An outstanding need is to supple­ 
m ent hand m ethods of weed con­ 
trol with m echanical and chem ical 
techniques. When developed 
suc­ 
cessfully .such techniques 
would 
perhaps replace as m uch as 50 
per cent of the labor now associa­ 
ted with weed control. They are 
potentially applicable to probably 
85 per cent of the crop. 
Another need is developm ent of 
cottons th at are better adapted to 
m echanization while a t the sam e 
tim e retaining the desirable ch ar­ 
acteristics of high yields and high 
quality. P lan t breeders are search ­ 
ing for a v ariety of cotton better 
suited to precision planting 
and 
culture and to m achine harvesting. 
M echanization calls for detailed 
planning to coordinate cotton farm 
ing practices. 
In order to reap 
fully the benefits of m echanization, 
the grow er m ust mold production 
practices into a smooth package. 
In the a re a of harvesting, a need 
exists for developm ent of 
m ore 
satisfactory, sm aller m achines, a 
price ra n g e suitable to a g reater 
num ber of farm ers, and concentra­ 
tion on m achine perform ance to 
harvest quality cotton 
under

w ider ran g e of conditions. 
Cotton producers in each cotton- 
growing state need to be im pressed 
with the vital im portance of secu r­ 
ing the highest cotton quality pos­ 
sible as a result of the latest re­ 
search inform ation on harvesting, 
handling, and ginning m echanical­ 
ly harvested cotton.

Attorney G eneral John M. Dal­ 
ton of Kennett, speaking last week 
to m em b ers of the Southeast Mis­ 
souri P ress Association, outlined 
the im portance of freedom of in­ 
form ation to the public. Dalton said 
he has consistently m ade a plea 
for “ recognition of freedom of in­ 
formation as a constitutional right 
and as a constituent p a rt of free­ 
dom of speech and the press.” 
And M issouri’s attorney general 
has compiled an outstanding record 
of protecting the public’s right to 
know. He has worked hard to pro­ 
tect the constitutional rights, and 
he has cooperated with represen­ 
tatives 
of the press when 
they 
have sought information, not only 
in his office but from other divis­ 
ions of the state governm ent as 
well. 


It is nice to have a state official 
cooperate on constitutional 
m a t­ 
ters, both before and after elec­ 
tion. as Dalton has done. 
The state's chief legal officer, 
in his address last week, referred 
to an interesting exam ple of lack 
of information Which continues to 
persist in our state governm ent 


At the present time, the voting 
on bills in State S en ate’ com m it­ 
tees is not m ade public. In fact, it 
is alm ost impossible to find how 
votes w ere recorded, and no pub­ 
lic record of the individual voting 
record of each senator is released 
to the public. 
Dalton rem inded new sm en la«t 
w eek th at provisions in Missouri's 
1945 Constitution 
provide 
that 
“ each com m ittee shall keep such 
record of its proceedings 
as 
is 
required by rule of the respective 
houses and this record and the 
recorded vote of the m em bers of 
the com m ittee shall be filed with 
all reports on bills." 
This provision plainly points to 
the need for the senate to puby- 
cize its com m ittee proceedings. 
Both houses of the assem bly are 
responsible to the people of Mis­ 
souri, and com m ittee work is a 
vital p a rt of legislation. The pro­

com m ittee 
meetings should be as public as 
voting on the floor. U nfortunately 
it is not. 
T here is no sacred ground for 
senators or representatives.
